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The Anti-Taft Press In 1952 


Political memoirs don’t lig ht u p the sky 


the way old soldiers’ flashbacks do, bu t re­ 
v iews of political skirmishes can be 
liv ely 
enou g h in their way . 
Ohioans will be attentiv e to the late Robert 
A. Taft’s memo on his loss to Dwig ht D. 
Eisenhower in the 19 52 Repu blican National 
Conv ention. Not all Ohioans were betting on 
the state’s fav orite in the Repu blican pres­ 
idential sweepstakes, bu t ev ery Ohioan who 
tried to u nderstand politics watched the race. 


Sen. T aft’s memo rev eals that he nev er 
thou g ht of the race as something he had lost 
bu t as something his opponent had won be­ 
cau se of circu mstances that were less than 
admirable. 


This is a key point; Taft su pporters in the 
conv ention thou g ht so, too. They g av e fu ll 
credit to the thing s that made Gen. Eisen­ 
hower politically attractiv e. They were well 
aware of the belief he cou ld ru n a powerfu l 
race for the presidency . Bu t they felt the 
Repu blican party owned it to “Mr. Repu bli­ 
can’’ to pu t principle ahead of ex pendiency 
and nominate the Ohioan. 


IT WAS TAFT, not Eisenhower, who had 
been keeping the Repu blican party v ig orou s. 
He had become the tru stee of its principles. 
His adm irers thou g ht the party owed him 
the nomination, hav ing kept him from it in 
Thomas E. Dewey ’s fav or. 
# 
Bu t it was obv iou s that the tide was ru n­ 
ning in fav or of g iv ing the nomination to 
Gen. Eisenhower, with a v iew to the cam ­ 
paig n he cou ld pu t on. He had no ready -made 
opponents. He had not been in the thick of 
thing s. He was an attractiv e war hero, with 
a strong plu s factor. He was not handicapped 
by the m ilitary mind. He had been president 
of a u niv ersity . 
Sen. Taft was aware of the bu ildu p. He was 
aw are of the power of Eastern financial inter­ 
ests behind his opponent. He knew they wou ld 
u ndercu t his own meticu lou s 
campaig n 
to 
line u p deleg ates by starting a stampede. He 
had seen it done with Wendell W’illkie and 
Dewey . 
His memo recou nts what happened—not 


why bu t how. And it rev eals something not 
known before. He resented the part a section 
of the press play ed in the su ccess of the 
Eisenhower candidacy . 
“ Fou r-fifths of the influ ential newspapers 
in the cou ntry were opposed to me contin­ 
u ou sly and v ociferlou sly ,” he declared, “ and 
many tu rned 
themselv es 
into 
propag anda 
sheets for my opponent.” 


THERE WAS MORE to it than that. The 
press in 19 52 was not so mu ch anti-Taft as 
pro-Eisenhower, and its reason was obv iou s. 
The Tru m an administration was ov erdu e for 
defeat. The “ mess in Washing ton” was intol­ 
erable. Whoev er was g iv en the Repu blican 
nomination was g oing to hav e a g ood chance 
to win the presidency . 
Eisenhower cou ld win in a walk. 
Taft 
wou ld hav e to ru n hard, becau se he hal been 
identified with partisanship so long he cou ld 
not draw non Repu blican v otes. 
Newspapers opposing ^Tru man and wanting 
an end to the “ mess in Washing ton” swu ng 
arou nd to the v iew that Eisenhower wou ld be 
a more popu lar candidate than Taft. The el­ 
ection showed Eisenhower was the strong est 
candidate the Repu blican party cou ld hav e 
nominated. In the lig ht of what had been 
happening to 
Repu blican v oting 
streng th 
since 19 32, his tremendou s popu lar v ote and 
his stag g ering total of electoral v otes m arked 
him as the strong est candidate ev er to rep­ 
resent the party . 
Sen. Taft, it is recalled, was g raciou s abou t 
his disappointment. The memo now pu blished 
was written to his friends only a few day s 
after the conv ention. The conv ention had been 
a bitter setback. Once more a g ood m an had 
been rebu ffed becau se he had eng ag ed in too 
many battles and made too many enemies. It 
was for that reason, not becau se of dislike 
for Robert A. Taft, that the m ajority of the 
press fav ored Dwig ht Eisenhower for the 19 52 
Repu blican nomination. 
This newspaper, incidentally , fav ored Taft, 
not becau se it disapprov ed of Eisenhower bu t 
becau se it thou g ht “ Mr. 
Repu blican” 
had 
earned the honor of leading his party to v ic­ 
tory in the national election of 19 52.
